Examination of this new tire 
shows no important = structural 
change from the old type, except in 
the tread which is claimed to be 
more skid-proof, according to a 
report from the American commer- 
cial attache at The Hague. Miche- 
lin is making most concentrated sales 
efforts in the Netherlands with its 
“new type” tire. 

“As it has been on the market 
Only a short time,” the report states, 
“there is no basis upon which to de- 
termine its claimed superior wear- 
ing ability as compared with the 
former type or the standard Amer- 
ican makes.” 

The tire sells for about 5 per 
tent. above the former Michelin 
types, the report pointing out that 
probably the reason for listing 
it higher during the introduc- 
tory period is the desire to enable 
dealers to clear out old stocks. 

In addition to the “new type,” 
Michelin some time ago introduced 
the “Bibendum” for special rims fur- 
nished on certain French cars. One 
American manufacturer is prepared 
now to supply casings to fit these 
Special rims: hence, any monopoly 
Michelin may have hoped to create 
no longer exists. 

Although practically all European 
and American manufacturers main- 
tain the same retail price lists in 
the Netherlands, discounts vary con- 
siderably. The American makes and 
Dunlop offer dealers 25 and 10 per 
ceht. discount, with an extra 2 per 
cent. for “bought-stock” and 2 per

The report explains that Englebert 
iS’ obtaining a larger share of the 
Netherlands trade for two reasons. 
First, because the quality has been 
improved. greatly and, secondly, be- 
cause much of the replacement busi- 
ness comes as a result of equipping 
American cars assembled in Ant- 
werp with this make. 

Based on information received 
from trade sources, it is estimated 
that sales in the Netherlands in the 
first quarter of this year were as 
follows :— 

Michelin, 26 per cent.; an Amer- 
ican make, 21 per cent.; Dunlop, 
45 per cent.; Englebert, 12 per 
eent.; three American makes, 9, 8 
and 3 per cent.; Continental, 3 per 
cent.; miscellaneous makes repre- 
senting the balance. 

Imports of casing totaled 182,779 
in 1927, an increase of 39 per cent 
over 1926, while inner tubes in- 
creased 45 per cent. Imports during 
the first quarter of this year totaled 
35,505. half of which were shipped 
from the United States. 

“The Netherlands provides a good 
Market for American tire manufac- 
turers, who have built up a reputa- 
tion for quality and service,” the re- 
port says. “No recent price changes 
have taken place, though the trade 
anticipates future reductions.” 

Antwerp. Belgium, the third port 
in the world last year, is becoming 
an important European center for 
Anferican tires. During March five 
large American firms, one a tire 
company, established headquarters 
there. The growing recognition of 
this port is also to be seen in the 
establishment of European branches 
of American credit firms. 

An American-made tire ranks sec- 
ond in the Geneva and Zurich mar- 
kets of Switzerland, Michelin being 
the sales leader. Two American 
makes dominate the market in Co- 
penhagen, Denmark.

Clintenville, Wis. May 31.—A 
new F. W. D. Line Construction 
model truck, designated as the HT 
Model, has been added to the line 
of the Four Wheel Drive Auto 
Company, Clintonville, Wis. Rated 
at two tons, the new model was 
designed for a speed of thirty-five 
miles per hour, and also for ne- 
gotiating adverse road conditions 
encountered in the line construc- 
tion work. 

The engine is four-cylinder valve- 
in-head type, 4x5 inches, with a pis- 
ton displacement of 251 cubic inches, 
and develops fifty horse power 

A Zenith carburetor is used, which 
is fed by a vacuum tank from a 
twenty-gallon gasoline tank located 
under the driver’s seat in the all- 
steel cab. High tension magneto 
with an impulse starter is used for 
ignition. A two unit six-volt 
starting and lighting system is also 
standard equipment. A honeycomb 
type radator is used, the water being 
circulated by a centrifugal pump 


|and cooled by a sixteen-inch four- 


blade fan operated by a V-belt. 

A multiple dry disk clutch 
used, which is of the unit type, 
and is bolted to the flywheel bell 
housing of the engine. The power 

is fed through a thermoid univer- 
sal joint to the dual range seven- 
speed transmission, which is sus- 
pended upon steel cross members 
amidship. The transmission gives 
a final range of reduction from 
6.95:1 in high to 84.7:1 in low. 

The power is distributed from the 
transmission to the front and rear 
axles from a center differential | 
which is inclosed in a steel housing 
and suspended from three points 
The transfer of power from the 
transmission to the center differen- 
tial is accomplished by a 5-inch Si- | 
lent chain. The center differential | 
compensates for the difference in 
distance traversed by the front and | 
rear axles in rounding corners or 
going over uneven ground. 

A feature of the truck is that a 
manual operated differential lock 
is provided so that the driver may 
“cut out” the differential action 
in the center and rear axle differ- 
entials when negotiating extreme 
road conditions where a loss of 
traction of either axle or a wheel 
might result. These locks consist 
of two jaw clutches, one movable 
along a splined portion of the 
jack shaft on the sub-transmis- 
sion and the other along the 
spline of one of the rear axle 
shafts. The jaw clutches engage 
with jaws on the center and rear 
differentials simultaneously when 
a lever on the dash of the driver’s 
cab is raised. Thus a positive 

flow of power is transmitted to 
both front and rear axles and to 
each of the rear wheels. 

The axles are full floating both 
front and rear. A conventional dif- 
ferential with a straight bevel dif- 
ferential ring gear and pinion is 
used in both axles. 

The service brake operates on all 
four wheels from a single drum on 
the propeller shafts. 

The emergency brake operates on | 
the rear wheels and is of the in- | 
ternal expanding ty pe. Single pneu- | 
matic tires 36 by 8 are standard.

Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany type earth-boring machine, 
a double drum or a single drum 
winch, and an air compressor, or 
other auxiliary mechanisms. The 
power take-off for driving the 
borer utilizes the full torque of 
the engine and all of the speeds 
of transmission.

These bumpers are sold only through 
Warren-Nash dealers, and if there is 
need for a replacement bumper by a 
repair man or other dealer or jobber 
he must pay the full retail price to 
the local Nash dealer. 

The Warren-Nash Company has 
185 dealerships in its territory and 
ten sales promotion managers, 
whose duty is to visit each dealer 
in turn and help him in every way 
possible. The sales promotion men 
have served a good purpose in 
showing the dealer various means 
of increasing his income through 
the sale of accessories, and they 
have pointed cut the advantage to 
him in buying directly from the 
distributorship rather than from 
the independent jobber. 

Among the advantages to dealers 
in this system are: prompt delivery 

invoicing, 
installation of parts

no time in figuring out 
that gadget fits The dealer saves 
himself time and effort that was 
heretofore spent in_ interviewing 
salesmen: all this being done at the 
central branch. Tests, investigation 
terms and resalability of articles are 
gone into by the central branch. In 
this way the dealer is not held up 
on an order while his credit is being 
investigated; he does not overstock 
with a number of articles for which 
he will have no sale. The goods 
must be of a certain specified stand- 
ard and his margin of profit is in- 
variable on each article. Sliding 
scales have been discarded on most 
articles and the dealer can buy one 
article from the central branch as 
cheaply as he can buy a hundred or 
a dozen. 

Certain set amounts of additional 
equipment are grouped and sold with 
each car, the dealer making a profit 
on each article and adding the grand 
total to the initial cost of the car 
itself. These items of equipment in- 
clude only articles that are consid 
ered necessary to protect the inter- 


ests of the owner. They include as 
a rule. bumpers front and fender 
guards rear, heat indicator, spare 
tire. special locks and tire locks, 
spring bolts and so forth Many 
other items. such as windshield wip- 
ers, rear view mirrors, etc., are fat 
tory equipment. In addition to the 


group articles. however, the dealer 
is urged to see other items. such as 
cigar lighters. trunks, vanity cases 
ditch lights, etc., all of which may 
be bought from the distributorship 
at standard discounts and in ap- 
proved materials and designs 

In the central branch and in 
many of the local dealerships a 
novel method of selling these ex- 


ira items is employed. Each man 
in the shop is given a commission 


on the article he sells. Hence, 
when the purchaser comes in for 
delivery on his car he runs a 
gantlet of suggestions for new 
equipment, beginning with the 


¢ 


salesman and the sales manager 
and ending with the mechanic 
who fills his radiator, gasoline tank 
and crank case as he leaves the 
door. Special greasing service is 
offered to the owner for a certain 
period of time. and when he re- 
turns for this service he is again 
offered a number of articles which 
add to the safety, convenience and 
comfort of his car. 

Mr. Gelein is very enthusiastic 
over the results of attempts to kee} 
the accessory business in the deal- 
ers’ hands, and is constantly on the 
alert for new devices or new meth- 
ods of adding to the profits from 
this department.
